Corporation, directorate in Prague II, Washington Street 25 to which are 
subordinated all enterprises of a similar king throughout Czechoslovakia. 
All branch stores of the Staviva National Corporation in Olomouc are under 
the regional directorate in Olomouc. The regional directorate of Olomouc is 
located at Rokycana Street. Approximately 72 persons are employed there. 
The Olomouc enterprise has the following divisions: 


Divieion for cement products: Chief, Vladimir Hiedrisch, formerly a gardner. 
He is aleo chairman of the Workers' Council of the enterprise. 


Division for brick production: Chief, Jan Potomek. 


Division for eternite (sic) production: Chief, Rudolf Krejci, a devoted 
Communist. 


Division for lime production: Chief, Vojtech Krejcir, former owner of a 
grocery store in Olomouc, a Communist only on paper. 


Financial and accounting affairs division and cashiers office: Chief, Antonin 
Klablena, a Communist only on paper. Zdene Rychly; Commnist only on paper, 
is chief of the wage section, Chief cashier is mr Vladimir Zincak, former 

. official of the tax service, a devoted Communist. 


Cadre division:Director, (fau) Zelik, a moderate Communist. 
Enterprise manager : Leopold Bohdal, a Jew, a moderate Communist. 
Chief storekeeper, Jaroslav Polednik, a Communist only on paper. 

2e Every quarter the regional store of the Staviva National Corporation in 
Olomouc receives a certain quota of merchandise from the main store in 
Prague (building material and accessories). At the same time, it receives 


4nstructions as to whom the merchandise is to be delivered. These instructions 
contain the places, amounts and terms of deliveries. On the basis of such 
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instructions, the regional office places the orders for the production of building 
material and instructs those enterprises to whom the products are to be delivered. | 
Approximately 70% of the total of these products are supplied directly to the 


building places and the other 30% remain in the s
